Sergeants Mark Lopez and Richard Martinez of the Internal Affairs Bureau, along with 
Lieutenant Michael Berg, responded to Compton Station regarding a deputy-involved 
non-hit shooting. Investigators learned the following: 


At approximately 1440 hours on January 21, 2014, Compton Deputies Fuentes and 

NEN: B, two-man unit) observed two male individuals in an alley south of 
Magnolia Street. The alley location is known for gang activity like loitering and 
vandalism by the local street gang "Tortilla Flats." Based on their observations and 
knowledge of the location, both deputies decided to contact the individuals. Deputies 
Fuentes (the bookman) exited the vehicle first. One of the males (Suspect Santos) 
looked in their direction and ran eastbound through the alley and northbound on Acacia 
Avenue. The deputies chased the suspect believing he had a weapon or some sort of 
contraband. Deputy Fuentes followed on foot and Deputy D behind 
Deputy Fuentes. The foot pursuit went northbound Acacia Avenue and then onto 
westbound Magnolia Street. Deputy Fuentes gave several commands for the suspect 
to stop running and show them his hands. Deputy Fuentes told Deputy о set 
up a containment. 


On Magnolia Street the suspect continued to ignore commands to stop running. The 
suspect grabbed and held his waistband which lead deputies to believe he was armed. 
Deputy Fuentes maintained a distance of 15 to 30 feet behind the suspect and Deputy 
Bill hoes behind Deputy Fuentes. Deputy made a radio broadcast 
that a 417 suspect (armed suspect) was running westbound on Magnolia Street from 
Acacia Avenue. The radio broadcast was made approximately 10 seconds after initially 
contacting the suspect. 


The suspect ran northbound down a drives тЫ Street. Deputy 
шиш his patrol vehicle in front Magnolia. Both deputies ran 
northbound down the driveway E MD Street. Deputy Fuentes stated he 
followed the suspect to the rear of apartment complex because he believed the suspect 
was armed and it was the middle of the day and there was a possibility that kids were 


playing in the back yard. 


As the suspect rounded the rear corner of the apartments and into the rear carport area, 
the deputies lost sight of him for approximately two seconds. The deputies tactically 
approached the rear corner of the apartments by utilizing a "cutting the pie" technique to 
safely clear the rear carport.

As the suspect ran westbound, Deputy Fuentes and Civilian Witness 

saw Suspect Santos with a gun in his right hand. Deputy Fuentes was approximately 

20 to 25 feet from the suspect when he saw the gun in the suspect's right hand. 

Witness i made his observations from the rear yard just east of the location, at 
Magnolia Street. 


The suspect continued to run to the rear northwest corner of the carport and ran 
northbound into a space between the carport and a cinder block wall. The small 
narrow area contained four large trash cans. The deputies continued to follow the 
suspect to the rear west side of the property. 


When the deputies got to the west rear portion of the property, they heard Suspect 
Santos moving the trash cans. The deputies saw Suspect Santos try to hide behind 
several trash cans. The deputies ordered the suspect to show them his hands and get 
on the ground. The suspect did not comply, he climbed the cinder block wall, straddled 
it and turned toward the deputies with his gun in hand pointed in their direction. 
Believing he could be shot, D: ntes fired one round from his duty weapon, 
missing the suspect. M ills just to left of Deputy Fuentes, he saw 
Suspect Santos point the gun at them but did not shoot because he felt Deputy Fuentes 
was too close to him and he did not think it was safe. The shot struck the cinder block 
wall and ricocheted off into a metal wrought iron wall at the top of the fence. Both the 
bullet round and shell casing were recovered. Deputy Fuentes was approximately 15- 
20 feet away from the suspect at the time he fired. For copies of photos of the shooting 
scene refer to Exhibit A, photos 12-33. 


Suspect Santos immediately fell to the west on the other side of the wall. Deputies 
initially had no idea if Suspect Santos had been shot. Deputies heard movement on 
the other side of the wall and беј Tm Уу Suspect Santos run westbound 
through the rear yard of | fmm Street. Deputy Fuentes looked over the wall 
and saw Suspect Santos' black pistol on the ground near the location where Suspect 
Santos fell. 


The deputies ran southbound out of the backyard and out onto Magnolia Street and 
Deput ran westbound on the sidewalk and saw Suspect Santos inside the 
gate at| Magnolia Street. Depu did not see anything in Santos' 


hands. Deputy ordered Suspect Santos to exit the property with his hands 
up. Suspect Santos complied with Deputy orders and exited the front 
perimeter gate. Соо ere Suspect Santos to lie on the ground and 
Suspect Santos complied. Deputy, made a radio broadcast that a shooting 
had occurred and they were detaining the suspect at gunpoint. This broadcast was 
made approximately 40 seconds after the initial radio broadcast. 
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Deputy Fuentes stood on the sidewalk just outside E m side gate door so he 
could keep an eye on Suspect Santos' tossed gun and cover his partner if he needed 
to. Assisting Deputy Richards arrived on scene within seconds of the broadcast and 
assisted o MM handcuffing Suspect Santos. For copies of photos of the 
scene refer to Exhibit A, photos 34-67. The total distance of the deputies foot pursuit 
from the contact in the alley to where the shooting occurred was approximately 150 
yards. 


Following the incident, the deputies immediately requested paramedics as a precaution. 
Compton Fire Engine #441, under the command of Captain Sim responded. Suspect 
Santos was checked and released at the scene. Suspect Santos sustained no injuries 
nor did he claim he was injured. No deputies were injured. The force used and 
witnessed was reported to Sergeant Kurtis Ebbinga.

Suspect Santos' handgun was recovered at the location where the suspect jumped over 
the wall. The weapon was a semi-auto 9mm, blue steel, PW Arms Redman, "Czech 
Republic", seria 0 The weapon contained 12 rounds in the magazine and none 
in the chamber. Refer to Los Angeles County Sheriff's Crime Lab Supplementary Report 
for Evidence Collected and Booked Exhibit C. 


Operation Safe Street (OSS) Detective ел Ж ЕТ and took over the 
criminal investigation. Deputies Fuentes and rote supplemental reports 
regarding the force used and forced witnessed. The neighborhood where the incident 
occurred was canvassed for witnesses by Compton Station Deputy G. Rodriguez. 
There was one witness located who observed the incident Ci ЖШШЕ 
As for the several people who were at home, they did not see or hear anything. Refer 
to Exhibit D, for the Incident Report and Supplemental Reports regarding this criminal 
case. 


Suspect Santos was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators approximately 
six hours after his arrest. Suspect Santos stated approximately fifteen minutes prior to 
coming in contact with deputies he found a backpack by a tree somewhere on Aranbe 
Street in Compton. Suspect Santos took the backpack to his "homeboys" house and 
discovered there was a black pistol inside. Suspect Santos placed the pistol in his right 
front waistband area. A short time later Suspect Santos saw the deputies in the alley 
and ran from them because he had the gun and a warrant for his arrest. 


Suspect Santos stated when he ran from the deputies he did not hear them tell him to 


stop. When he got to the rear offi o nois Street, he removed his gun from 
his waistband and tossed it over the fence. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY -3- SH 2349118 


Suspect Santos stated he then jumped up onto the wall. He straddled the wall and saw 
a deputy point his gun at him. Suspect Santos told the deputy “No, no, no,” and saw 
the deputy shoot one round at him. Suspect Santos immediately fell to the west side of 
the wall. 


Suspect Santos then got up and continued westbound over a wall then went 
southbound towards Magnolia Street. Suspect Santos saw Deput land 
complied with his commands and was taken into custody on the sidewalk at 


Magnolia Street, without further incident. Suspect Santos admitted to being a gang 
member from "Tortilla Flats" since 2010, and having the moniker „ыш 


On January 23, 2013, OSS Investigator WM filed her case in Compton Superior 
Court. The Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office filed three Felony charges 
(Assault on a Peace Officer with a Semiautomatic Firearm X's two, Unlawful Firearm 
Activity) and two Misdemeanor charges (Resist, Obstruct, Delay of Peace Officer X's 
two) against Suspect Santos. For a copy of Los Angeles County Court Filing, refer to 
Exhibit E. 


On September 11, 2014, Suspect Santos pled Nolo Contendere to Assault with a 


Firearm on a Peace Officer, PC 245 (D)(1). Suspect Santos received nine years in 
State Prison.

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On January 23, 2013, a felony charge of Assault on а Peace Officer with semiautomatic 
firearm, 245(d)(2) PC was filed on Suspect Santos under case €TA131738.

Deputy Fuentes stated he and his partner oo east in the 
east/west alley E — Deputy Fuentes was the passenger and D 

was the driver. Deputy Fuentes saw two males in alley at the rear of 
Magnolia Street. Both individuals were standing at the rear wrought iron gate looking 


into the apartment courtyard. Deputy Fuentes knew this area to be notorious for gang 
vandalism and loitering by "Tortilla Flats" gang members. 


Deputy Fuentes wanted to contact the individuals to see if they were involved іп any 
criminal activity. As Deputy drove up and came within 15 to 20 feet of the 
individuals, Deputy Fuentes exited the patrol vehicle and saw Suspect Santos look in 
their direction and run eastbound toward Acacia Avenue. 


Deputy Fuentes stated it was predetermined between him and his partner that when 
they have to get out of the patrol vehicle for business, the passenger deputy changes 
his portable frequency to Metro-Compton (L-Tac) and the driver deputy stays on 
Dispatch 9. 


Deputy Fuentes pursued Suspect Santos on foot eastbound in the alley toward Acacia 
Avenue. Deputy Fuentes followed Suspect Santos because he believed Suspect 
Santos was armed or possibly in possession of illegal contraband. Deputy Fuentes 
followed Suspect Santos northbound on Acacia Avenue and westbound Magnolia 
Street. 
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Deputy Fuentes believed that was where he told his partner to put out a containment 
broadcast. Deputy Fuentes ordered Suspect Santos to stop several times but Suspect 
Santos did not comply. Deputy Fuentes also observed Suspect Santos reaching for his 
front waistband as if he was armed. Deputy Fuentes estimated the distance between 
him and Suspect Santos was about 25 to 30 feet. 


As Deputy Fuentes ran westbound on Magnolia Street, he told Т. o | 
was following behind him in the patrol vehicle, that Suspect Santos was armed with а | 
firearm based on his furtive movements to his waistband. 


Deputy Fuentes saw Suspect Santos run northbound down the driveway at | 
Magnolia Street Deputy Fuentes arrive lagnolia Street 
partner Deputy parked their patrol коо 


nt of the location and joined 
Deputy Fuentes. Deputy Fuentes told Depu to put out the emergency radio 
traffic. 


Both deputies continued northbound down the driveway, losing sight of Suspect Santos 
for a couple of seconds. Deputy Fuentes stated he continued to follow Suspect Santos 
because there was a good chance kids were playing in the backyard and he did not 
want to lose sight of the suspect. 


Deputy Fuentes stated he and his partner tactically "cut the pie" as they rounded the 
corner looking for Suspect Santos. Deputy Fuentes stated he got a quick look at 
Suspect Santos and saw that he had his right hand on the grip of a handgun. Deputy 
Fuentes then lost sight of Suspect Santos who continued northbound to a rear alcove at 
the rear of the property. 


Deputy Fuents stated he continued to follow Suspect Santos because he did not want to 
lose sight of an armed suspect knowing the surrounding apartments were likely to be 
occupied with kids. Deputy Fuentes stated he heard Suspect Santos move the large 
trash cans around as he traveled through the alcove area (5.10 Ft X 26.0 Ft). Deputy 
Fuentes stated he and his partner, who was on his left, “cut the pie" once again as they 
looked into the alcove area. Deputy Fuentes saw Suspect Santos again behind a trash 
can which was approximately 15 to 20 feet away. 


Deputy Fuentes stated he and his partner yelled out verbal commands for Suspect 
Santos to show them his hands and get on the ground. Suspect Santos did not comply 
and pulled himself up onto the brick wall and straddled it in a sitting position. Deputy 
Fuentes saw Suspect Santos remove a black handgun from his waistband and point the 
gun in their direction. Deputy Fuentes, in fear for his life and the life of his partner, 
picked up his front sight and shot once at Suspect Santos. Deputy Fuentes stated he 
aimed toward the area on Suspect Santos were he was holding the gun. 
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Deputy Fuentes stated he heard Suspect Santos make some unknown noise and fall to 
the west side of the wall. Deputy Fuentes then heard Suspect Santos run westbound. 
Deputy Fuentes looked over the wall and saw that Suspect Santos had left his firearm 
behind. Deputy Fuentes was asked if he remembered what was his backdrop when he 
shot at Suspect Santos. Deputy Fuentes stated he saw a large tree and some bushes. 


Deputy Fuentes followed Deputy _ ous to р Sidewalk on Magnolia 


Street. Deputy Fuentes saw his partner Deputy ontinue westbound on the 
sidewalk. Deputy Fuentes stayed on the sidewalk at the east side of „гого 
Street. Deputy Fuentes stated he stayed there in order to keep an eye on Suspect 
Santos’ gun and keep an eye on his partner. Deputy Fuentes mentioned how quickly 
evidence can disappear when you are in a gang-friendly area. 


Deputy Fuentes stated within seconds he heard his partner Бери ive 

commands to Suspect Santos for him to come out with his hands up. Suspe ntos 
came out to the street with his hands up and laid on the ground бериу we 
a Compton Station assisting unit handcuffed Suspect Santos without further incident. 


Deputy Fuentes estimated he gave Suspect Santos 15 to 20 commands to stop 
running. Deputy Fuentes was asked why he did not use the parked vehicle in the rear 
as cover as he addressed Suspect Santos (who was in the alcove behind the trash 
cans) Deputy Fuentes stated he may have assumed the vehicle was going to have 
debris on the ground around it, and did not want to trip as he had his eyes on the 
suspect with a gun. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS:

Witness И «teo he saw two Deputy Sheriffs chasing Suspect Santos. Witness 
Bete: he heard the deputies yell, “Stop and put the gun down." 
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Witness __ «o he saw the male reach into his waistband and remove a black 
handgun. DT | stated the male then ran northbound to the west rear of the 
garage carport and out of his view. 


Witness EE stated the two deputies followed the male and stopped just before they 
entered the west side of the carport. Witness гес he clearly heard the 
deputies yell again, "Stop, put the gun down." He then heard a single gun shot and 
saw a black handgun in the air as if someone had tossed it up, just above the garage 
roof line. 


Witnes WM stated he did not see who threw the gun into the air because of the 
garage wall. Witness iil stated after the gunshot, he saw the deputies enter the 
side of the garage carport and he lost sight of them. Witness stated he then 
went into his house because he got scared. 


IAB Note: A canvass of the neighborhood was conducted by Compton Patrol 
Deputies for additional civilian witnesses. No additional witnesses were found.

epu got into his patrol vehicle and followed Deputy Fuentes and Suspect

Deputy 08. tated he did not see anything in Suspect Santos’ hands at this time. 
Deputy EEE tated the foot = went from the alley to northbound Acacia 


Avenue to westbound 
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Deputy И stated he stayed approximately five feet behind and to the right of 
Deputy Fuentes. Deputy EE. Suspect Santos and Deputy Fuentes traveled 


northbound on Acacia Avenue using the west sidewalk. 


Deputy tated Deputy Fuentes alerted him that the suspect was armed with a 
firearm when they went westbound on Magnolia Street. Within seconds Suspect 
Santos went northbound at ЕЯ Street. Deputy parked his 
patrol vehicle and met up with Deputy Fuentes who was at the entrance of the driveway. 
Deputy EEE put out radio traffic, he indicated that a suspect was running from them 
and he was on westbound on Magnolia from Acacia. 


Deputy EEE ran north ith Deputy Fuentes down the driveway at ШШ 
Magnolia Street. Deputy tated he lost sight of Suspect Santos who ran 


westbound when he reached the end of the apartment building. Doro NN 
stated he and his partner “cut the pie" (cleared the corner safely) when they reached the 
end of the apartment complex. Deputy EEE stated he saw Suspect Santos run 
into an alcove area just west of the carport.

Deputy Шш... westbound on the north sidewalk trying to 
get a last seen location of Suspect Santos. ЭРУ БӘ Deputy Fuetes 
stayed on the sidewalk M UM and kept an eye on him and the crime 
scene. Оери'у as not sure if Suspect Santos picked up his firearm or left it 
back where he fell. Deput NN ic know it was important to make sure no one 
compromised the crime scene by removing any kind of evidence left behind be Suspect 
Santos. 


As Deputy d westbound he saw Suspect Santos walking southbound 
down the driveway a Magnolia Street. Deputy ordered Suspect to exit the 
property with his hands up. 
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Suspect Santos complied and Deputy hac Suspect Santos lay down on the 
ground until an assisting deputy could help with the handcuffing of Suspect Santos. 


Because Suspect Santos appeared to be coorperative, Deputy 25m ht is was 
safe to take one of his hands off of his gun and put out radio traffic. Depu 

announced that his unit was involved in an officer involved shooting. Deputy 

was assisted by Deputy Richards | the handcuffing of Suspect Santos. 

Depot mediately requested Fire personnel to respond to treat Suspect 
Santos in case he sustained a gunshot wound. Compton Fire Engine #441 responded 
and did not observe any gunshot wounds and cleared Suspect Santos for booking. 


Deputy — was shown Exhibit A, photo 12, and asked why did he not use the 
parked black Honda as cover. Deputy tated at the time he was following the 

е was concentrating on the threat and did not see the vehicle. Deputy 
iili. looking back and seeing the photo, he wished he had taken a second to 
see the backyard and he stated he would have used the vehicle as cover. 


SUSPECT STATEMENT: 

On January 21, 2014, at approximately 2028 hours, IAB Sergeants Mark Lopez and 
Richard Martinez, interviewed Suspect Martin Santos (DOB 6-19-94) at Century 
Regional Detention Facility regarding an Officer Involved Shooting. The following is a 
summary of his interview. For his complete verbatim interview, see the attached 
transcripts included in the IAB case book in the transcription section. 


Suspect Santos stated he was in the east/west alley AE. he saw 
the deputies get out of their patrol vehicle, he ran eastbound to Suspect 
Santos ran because he had a warrant and a firearm in his waistband. Suspect Santos 
stated he found the firearm fifteen minutes before deputies showed up in the alley. 


Suspect Santos stated he saw a backpack hanging from a tree and took it. The 
backpack contained the firearm. 


IAB Note: Suspect Santos added this was not the first time he illegaly possessed 
a firearm. Не had a .22 calibre pistol before, but his Probation Officer found it in 
a raid of his house. 


Suspect Santos stated when he ran northbound on Acacia Avenue and westbound 
Magnolia Street, the deputies were quite a ways behind him. Suspect Santos stated he 
then ran northbound E Viagra Street. When Suspect Santos got to the rear 
о EWE Street, he looked back and did not see the deputies in the driveway. 


Suspect Santos stated he ran to the rear west side of the property. He entered an 
alcove and saw that rear fence was too big for him to climb. 
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Suspect Santos stated he removed the firearm from his waistband and tossed it over 
the block wall to the west. Approximately five seconds later Suspect Santos heard а 
deputy tell him to stop. Suspect Santos jumped onto the wall and got stuck while he 
straddled the wall. 


Suspect Santos stated he saw a Mexican deputy approximately 12 to 15 feet from him, 
with long hair combed to the side, point his firearm at him. Suspect Santos stated he 
told the deputy “No, no, no." The deputy shot at him once and Suspect Santos fell to 
the west side of the block wall. Suspect Santos stated he was not sure if he was hit 
because his legs felt shaky. 


Suspect Santos continued to run westbound over another wall and went southbound at 
Magnolia Street. Suspect Santos stated he gave up because his legs were shaky 

and he thought he was shot. Suspect Santos stated he came out with his hands up 

and laid on the ground.
